“ First <if all pigs must he comfor­ 
table. T h e ir sleeping quarters 
must 
be dry. Conditions must be such that 
they 
w ill not pile up. Hog 
houses 
should be places where hogs like 
to 
live rather than houses which meet 
the personal fancy of the owner. 
“ Corn, water and sunshine are es­ 
sential. Provide plenty of 
clean 
drinking water. Provide 
f i 
protein 
supplement for your corn. 
“ Tor 
voung pigs such 
f i supplement may 
he made up of the 
following: 
56 
pounds tankage, 25 pounds linseed 
oil meal, 25 pounds alfalfa. Ibis 
f i U 
fa lfa need not be expensive f i s farm ­ 
ers feeding alfa lfa bay 
can 
fre ­ 
quently during tin* year .sack f i I I f i I - 
fa leaves from their feeding 
floor 
and store aw ay for their young pigs. 
Until a pig weighs 40 to 50 pounds, 
provide middlings or flour midds for 
them. I p until this time avoid stand­ 
ard midds as they contain too much 
bran, (bits may I k * added to the ra ­ 
tion after a pig weighs 40 to 
50 
pounds. U sually however, ofPs are 
too expensive as compart'd to 
the 
price of com to .justify 
feeding. 
When they are fed they should 
be 
ground and eonstituteabout 
to 1 
of the pigs ration. A fter pigs weigh 
160 pounds, leave off tin* middlings, 
alfalfa from the protein supplement. 
Pigs intended for market should be 
kept on full feed until sold. However, 
if you desire to save gifts for breed­ 
ing purposes they should he separ­ 
ated from the market hogs 
when

850 pounds and sold again weighing

bring more money than if sold heav­ 
ier. When is a good time to 
sell 
common to medium cattle? March, 
April and May.

“ Yellow” news]taper'- of large cit­ 
ies are responsible lor the condem­ 
nation that recently has been direct­ 
ed at the press in general. 
Atten­ 
tion has been iocused upon 
this 
question ol late due to the 
promi­ 
nence given to stories <>i crime, and 
ol' tilth growing out of divorce hear­ 
ings. The BrovvHing separation suit 
in .New York is a notable ease. 
The 
importance at which it was rated in 
the news by the average metropoli­ 
tan newspaper is bringing dow n upon 
the press in general the 
criticism 
which is not just. 
A bill is pending before tin* Mis­ 
souri legislature to outlaw 
crime 
news in Missouri newspapers. The 
main section oi tin* bill would make 
it unlawful to print or 
publish 
a 
statement <>i tacts or proceedings in 
any criminal court in the state or of 
proceedings preliminary t<* trial in a 
criminal court. 
()) course, no bill of this charac­ 
ter will be made a law, at least 
so 
long a s public sentiment remains as 
it is, but Ibis should he a warning 
to newspapers that insist on “ play­ 
ing u p ” the sensational news. 
it 
is manifestation of what is in 
the 
public mind and unless the 
sensa­ 
tional press tones down its methods, 
a serious and well-intentioned move­ 
ment may get under way to abridge 
the rights of a free press. 
A censored 'press would be 
the 
most serious menace to 
American 
institutions. The framers ol the con­ 
stitution realized this when they 
in­ 
corporated in the fundamental law, 
“ That congress shall pass no law 
abridging the freedom ot the press. 
They recognized the danger 
and 
they tried to guard against it. 
Pres* censorship in «my form 
is 
not consistent with the future 
wel­ 
fare and sal ot \ <>i 
the 
American 
people. I o make lJie press amendable 
to any official, any set ol oliieials 
or au\ government, is to imperil the 
one airerie\ that h a s been aokuow- 


In fact as every school boy knows, 
the Constitution was designed 
and 
adopted only because there seemed 
no other way out. lhe articles 
of 
confederation had proved ineffective 
and there was danger that the coun­ 
try would break up into 
thirteen 
jealous states which would 
easily 
become the prey of the 
designing 
powers of Europe. 
At first, therefore, the danger was 
not that we might have a bureaucra­ 
tic government, but that we 
might 
have no government at all. It 
has 
only been within the past two 
or 
three decades that the federal gov­ 
ernment has taken so many advanc­ 
es into the field of governmental ac­ 
tivities which had heretofore 
been 
regarded as the peculiar province of 
the states. 
All sorts of societies and organi­ 
zations have been formed to get the 
C(t\ ci iiinent to do things which these 
well-meaning persons have been un­ 
able to get some of the states to do. 
As a result many different bureaus 
have grown irp at Washington appar­ 
ent Irresponsible to no one but tbcii 
own sweet will. This has made nei­ 
ther for economy nor efficiency 
in 
government. 
But now the time 
of 
reaction 


s e e m s to be at hand and men of all 
political parties are protesting 
a- 
gainst the establishment ot any more 
paternalistic bureaus in Washington. 
It is not only that these bureaus 
are expensive. There is danger that 
the people will forget to do tilings 
for themselves. 
The day has passed when there is 
any danger of 
our 
government 
breaking up into a number of inde­ 
pendent states. What we must 
see 
to now is that the federal 
govern­ 
ment does not take over too nianx ot 
the functions of local 
government. 
Fortunately, however, the people are 
becom ing awakened to the danger.

Hog houses 
should be places where hogs like to 
live rather than houses which meet 
the personal fancy of the owner. 


" Corn, water and sunshine are es- 


sential! Provide plenty of 
clean 


drinking water. Provide a protein 
supplement for your corn. 
"For 


young pigs such a supplement may 
be made up of the 
following: 
50 


pounds tankage, 25 pounds linseed 
oil meal, 25 pounds alfalfa. This al- 
falfa need not be expensive as farm- 
ers feeding alfalfa hay 
can 
fre- 


quently during the year j;ack alfal- 
fa leaves from their feeding 
floor 


and store away for their you'ug pigs. 
Until a pig weighs 40 to 50 pounds, 
provide middlings or flour midds for 
them. Up until this time avoid stand- 
ard midds as tl/ey contain too much 
bran. Oats may be added to the ra- 
tion after a pig weighs 40 to 
50 


pounds. Usually however, oats are 
too expensive as compared to 
the 


price of corn to justify 
feeding. 


When ihey are fed they should be 
ground and constituteabout 
:'j to } 


of the pigs ration. After pigs weigh 
100 pounds, leave off the middlings, 
alfalfa from the protein supplement. 
Pigs intended for market should be 
kept, on full feed until sold.
